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American  capital  ia  direrted  into  other  channek,  under 
the  influence  of  the  proteotiTe  tariff  of  Mr  Morrill 
and  hit  friends  in  Congress,  by  whom  reconciliation  with 
the  South  has  hitherto  been  made  impossible,  and  who  are 
still  eager  to  sacrifice  the  cause  of  union  and  the  freedom 
of  industry  to  the  nnintenanoe  of  monopoly  and  fanati* 
cism.  That  two  such  men  as  Mr  Seward  and  Mr  McCuh 
Ipoh,  each  facUe  prinoep$  in  his  own  walk  of  statesman* 
ship,  should  remain  faithful  to  the  President,  regardless  of 
passing  unpopularity  and  forgetful  of  the  faults  of  manner 
and  temper  which  he  has  sometimes  betrayed,  is  no  slight 
I  evidence  of  faith  in  the  rectitude  and  trust  in  the  worth  of 
the  man.  Errors  no  doubt  he  has  oommitted;  but  be 
they  what  they  may,  Hr  Johnson  and  his  Cabinet  are  the 
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ment.  Both  countries  have  been  oppressed  by  war, 
from  which  they  hare  issued  with  heavy  burdens  of  debt. 
The  American  meets  the  contingsnoy  with  courage 
and  seff-satufaotion,  and  pays  taxes  till  he  has  a  surplus 
for  paying  his  encumbrances.  Victor  Emmannd  Ims  no 
such  tale  to  ‘  telL  His  people  are  not  such  as  would 
aUow  him  to  tell  it.  Their  King  is  bitteo  with  the  ter» 
rible  epidemy  that  threatens  to  devour  all  Europe,  but 
which  America  is  determined  to  shake  off,  the  armament 
mania,  the  turning  of  the  sod  into  dragons'  teeth  to  produce 
Mldiers,  instead  of  oom.  America  has  learned  now  to 
improviw  armies.  For  that  matter  so  has  Prussia.  But 
the  continent  will  have  no  unprepared  armies.  It  puts 
trust  in  the  more  costly  thing ;  whUst  America  thinks  that 
to  pay  off  its  debt  is  the  very  best  way  for  preparing  the 
future  sinews  of  war. 

With  regard  to  the  great  difficulties  which  either 
Governments  have  to  deal  with,  the  views  of  King  and 
President  are  not  far  apart.  Victor  Ennunuel  would 
ameliorate  the  Church,  and,  whilst  depriving  it  of  temporal 
power,  leave  it  the  greatest  degree  of  e^esiastioal  and 
spiritual  authority.  President  Johnson  would  do  the  came 
by  the  slave  states  and  slave  interests.  The  Italian 
Government  will  probably  have  its  wsy.  The  temporal 
sway  of  the  Pope  will  be  extinguished  de  jwre  as  it  is 
alretuly  de  facto^  and  then  may  oommenoe  new  difficulties 
for  the  Italian  kingdom.  Inst^  of  having  it  oonoentrated 
on  a  little  spot,  to  which  its  soldiers  oould  not  penetrate, 
Italy  itself  will  be  pervaded  by  an  ecclesiastical  nierarehy, 
independent,  exigent,  and  astute.  Were  the  popnlatiou 
educated  or  indifferent  as  in  France,  this  would  be  no  very 
active  leaven.  But  in  Italy  it  may  work  powerfully  among

AMEBICAH  DEBT  AND  TAXATION. 

Preudent  Johnson's  message  is  now  before  us  at  full 
length ;  and  it  is  the  shortest  length  ever  known.  Its  self- 
made  and  self-reliant  author  scruples  as  little  in  form  as  in 
substance  to  disgust  prevalent  prejudice  and  dominant 
passion.  For  a  good  while  prolixity  has  been  a  besetting 
sin  of  the  White  House.  Hr  Pearce  and  Hr  Polk  put  twice 
as  many  words  into  their  messages  to  Congress  as  Jefferson 
or  the  elder  Adams,  and  Washington  would  have  listened 
in  wonder  to  the  garrulity  of  some  of  his  later  successors. 
Their  habits  cannot,  indeed,  be  altogether  laid  aside  sud¬ 
denly.  The  popular  stomach,  accustomed  to  lumpy  and 
distending  diet,  cannot  be  stayed  at  short  notice  with 
highly-concentrated  food.  But  President  Johnson  makes  a 
good  beginning  by  keeping  his  address  within  five  columns 
of  the  semi-official  journals ;  and  though  we  never  expect 
or  desire  to  see  the  brief  inanity  of  a  European  speech 
from  the  throne  taken  as  a  model  in  America,  we  may  fairly 
hope  to  see  the  day  when  platitude  and  periphrasis  will  be 
wholly  eliminated  from  Transatlantic  State  papers,  and  the 
true  compliment  paid  to  democracy  of  taking  for  granted 
that  it  v^ues  at  their  true  worth  simple  statemento  of  fact, 
and  counsels  given  in  the  undecorated  guise  of  grave  and 
candid  truth.  The  muffling  and  unmuffling  of  political 
nieaning  was  the  lucrative  business  of  the  old  school  of 
diplomacy,  and  heavy  bills  of  costs  we  of  the  Old  World 
have  had  to  pay  for  leaving  our  affairs  in  the  hands  of 
such  State  attorneys.  The  sooner  we  come  to  plainness  and 
precision  of  speech  the  better  for  ns  all.  Equivoque  and 
evasion  are  essential  parts  of  the  vicious  old  system  that 
has  beggared  so  many  a  fair  jpberitance,  and  helped  to 
saddle  many  more  with  obligations  of  which  they  cannot 
get  rid.  Plainness  of  spe^h  is  the  first  condition  of  cheap- 
ncM  and  safety,  as  simplicity  in  discussion  is  the  first  step 
in  international  law  reform. 

The  President  states  with  brevity  the  need  which  exists, 
in  his  judgment,  of  reconsidering  the  financial  policy  of 
the  BepubUc.  The  country  is  prosperous  and  its  enter¬ 
prise  hopeful.  The  receipts  considerably  exceed  the 
expenditure  for  the  year,  a  large  amount  of  debt  has  been 
paid  of^  and  in  the  Treasury  there  never  was  so  much 


friends  of  free  trade,  frugality,  peace,  and  low  taxation. 
Their  opponents  are  the  champions  of  protection,  Feniau- 
ism,  a  standing  army  to  keep  down  the  South  and  to  be 
ready  for  aggression  in  Canada  or  Hexico  ;.and  above  all,  of 
a  high  scale  of  internal  and  external  imposts. 

The  liquidation  of  national  debt,  or  rather '  the  rate  at 
which  the  process  of  liquidation  should  be  attempted,  is 
one  of  the  turning  points  in  the  great  party  controversy. 
The  Bepublicans  wish  to  keep  up  an  income  greatly  larger 
than  the  expenditure,  for  the  reasons  already  assigned.  So 
long  as  peace  is  preserved,  the  surplus  wonld  be  applied  by 
them  in  paying  off  debt  faster  than  the  Government  think 
called  for  by  any  necessity  or  any  true  wisdom.  A  surplus  can 
only  be  had  by  needless  taxes,  and  needless  taxes  infallibly 
enhance  the  cost  of  living  and  the  price  of  labour.  The 
Finance  Hinister  does  not  argue  against  the  desirableness 
in  theory  of  liquidating  national  obligations--oD  the  con¬ 
trary,  he  respects  the  instinct  of  probity  invoked  by  his 
opponents^  and  quietly  offers  to  set  apart  four  or  five  mil¬ 
lions  of  dollars  a  month  to  buy  up  and  cancel  Treasury 
bonds.  Beyond  that  he  would  not  go,  because  beyond  that 
he  cannot  go  without  crippling  employment  and  enterprise, 
and  stimulating,  under  the  shdter  of  a  high  customs'  tariff,  | 
the  manufacture  in  America  of  articles  which  the  com¬ 
munity  at  large  could  purchase  on  better  terms  from 
Europe.  His  monopolist  adversaries  talk  loftily  of  national 
honesty,  and  affect  indifference  as  to  who  pays  the  higher 
taxes,  if  thereby  the  means  may  be  obtain^  for  making 
a  great  show  of  eagernees  to  pay  off  debt.  But  we  all  know 
I  how  much  easier  it  is  to  plunge  into  war  when  the  national 
reoognixances  to  keep  the  peace  are  light ;  and  just  in  pro¬ 
portion  as  the  existing  debt  is  diminished  the  facility  of  oon- 
tracting  new  loans  for  belligerent  purposes  will  increase;  and 
who,  can  tell  how  soon  the  surplus  of  income  got  by  excessive 
taxation  may  be  sequestrated  from  its  present  purpose  to 
that  of  further  warfare?  Moderately  and  economically 
pursued,  the  course  indicated  by  Hr  McCulloch  would 
enable  America  to  pay  off  the  whole  of  the  debt  she 
contracted  during  the  civil  war  in  the  lifetime  of 
the  present  generation.  To  impartial  lookers-on  this 
would  surely  seem  enough.  But  enough  does  not 
suit  the  dominant  majority  carried  by  Fenian  votes  at 
the  last  election.  The  same  reckless  spirit  which  on 
the  eve  of  that  election  made  General  Banks  propose 
the  abrogation  of  the  international  laws  of  neutrality,  or 
in  other  words,  to  release  America  from  her  allegiance  to 
the  comity  of  nations,  still  animates,  not  all,  we  trust, 
but  a  considerable  section  of  the  ultra*  Bepublicans,  both  in 
the  Senate  and  in  the  House  of  Bepresentatives.  A  better 
and  a  wiser  feeling  no  doubt  controls  the  general  conduct 
of  affairs ;  and  we  have  ver^  little  doubt  that,  while  Pre¬ 
sident  Johnson  maintains  with  dignity  his  own  unchanged 
convictions,  he  will  see  the  necessity  of  conciliating  the 
more  temperate  of  his  antagonists,  and  adapting  his  policy 
to  what  is  possible  and  expedient.  New  schemes  of  re- 
coDit  ruction,  or  modifications  of  the  old  scheipes,  are  already 
spoken  of.  The  cry  for  impeachment  is  already  fast  going 
down.  The  Mexican  question  has  ceased  to  be  a  cause  of 
embarrassment  to  the  Government,  or  of  taunt  and  reproach 
on  the  lips  of  their  party  rivals.  France  is  evidendy  in 


gold.  Nevertheless,  the  frank  and  thoughtful  Chief 
of  the  State  admonishes  the  Legislature  on  the  need  of 
retrenchment  and  of  reformadon  in  the  laws  respecting 
revenue.  The  tariff  is  too  high,  and  the  pacing  off  of  debt, 
though  wise  and  honest,  cannot  be  precipitated  without 
serious  risk  of  damage  to  some  of  the  greatest  interests  of 
the  country.  Instead  of  arguing  out  these  wide  and 
weighty  questions,  the  President  contents  himself  with 
referring  to  the  able  report  of  his  Finance  Hinister,  which 
tipples  with  all  of  them  in  a  style  that  reminds  us  not  a 


UtUe  of  one  of  the  great  Budget  speeches  of  Sir  Bobert 
Peel.  In  that  lucid  document  we  find  a  cordial  adoption 
of  all  the  main  principles  that  have  characterized  our  own 
economic  reforms.  Multiplicity  of  taxes,  as  productive  of 
vexation  to  the  community  and  of  corruption  in  the  mode 
of  collection,  is  designated  as  one  of  the  first  faults  to  be 
cured.  Exemption  of  the  raw  materials  of  industry  from 
fiscal  burthens  of  all  kinds  is  claimed  as  a  postulate  by  the 
eminent  pleader  for  commercial  freedom.  Prohibition  and 
Protection  are  calmly  but  firmly  reprobated  as  legal  frauds 
for  stimulating  the  growth  of  certain  trades  and  manufac¬ 
tures  at  the  expense  of  others.  Free  intercourse  and  free 
competition,  though  not  a  sentence  is  rhetorically  devoted 
to  their  abstract  praise,  are  held  up  as  the  essentials  of  i 
sound  national  policy.  So  soon  as  the  British  North 
American  provinces  are  agreed  about  their  contemplated 
form  of  Confederation,  ■  Hr  HcGuUoch  recommends  that 
they  should  be  invited  to  enter  with  the  United  States  i 
into  a  commercial  treaty  like  the  Zollverein,  whereby  a ' 
thousand  causes  of  distrust  and  irritation  would  in  future  ^ 
be  allayed.  Instead  of  taking  advantage  of  the  large 
existing  means  of  keeping  up  the  national  income  and 
gratifying  the  national  pride  by  applying  great  sums  of 
surplus  to  pay  off  debt,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  urges 
the  primary  duty  of  reducing  taxation,  and  thereby  the 
cost  of  living,  which,  ever  since  the  war,  has  remained 
factitiously  high.  He  points,  in  proof  of  this,  to  the 
striking  fact  that  shipbuilding  yards  once  full  of  work  and  j 
wages  are  now  desert^,  and  that  the  Americans  are  under- 1 
sold  by  the  builders  of  ^e  Clyde  and  the  Tyne,  with  whom  \ 
formerly  they  oould  bid  fair  to  compete.  He  declares  that ' 
the  commercial  marine  of  the  States,  half  ruined  by  the 
Wvents  bf  the  war,  as  yet  ihoWs  no  real  sign  of  recovery. 


VICTOB  EMMANUEL’S  SPEECH. 

The  Italians  are  evidently  in  a  good  temper ;  plea^ 
with  themselves,  aud  all  the  world  beside.  Their  King 
is  warranted  in  taking  a  pleasant  tone.  He  is  complimen¬ 
tary  to  France,  not  harsh  to  Austria,  not  menacing  to 
Borne.  Prussia  alone  may  have  some  reason  to  complain  ; 
she  might  have  expected  a  warm  expression  of  gratitude. 
But  Victor  Emmanuel  has  sent  only  a  dexterous  general 
expression  of  gratitude  to  his  allies.

This 
may  be  thoiight  a  amaU  afbir,  but  it  is  not  ao  small  as  it 
ssami.  The  kta  shkf  olerk,  Mr  Conyngham,  might,  it  k 
well  known,  have  retired  some  time  before  his  regretted  „  .1 
death  on  a  pension  equal  to  bU  full  salary,  and  be  would  ^ 

probably  have  done  so  but  for  hk  extra  emolumenta  of  fees  ^ 
and  ageney.  His  services  may  have  been  as  valnabk  in  ^  v 
hk  old  age  ae  when  he  wae  younger;  but  with  many  men 
the  best  thing  for  the  public  serviee  would  have  been , 
rs tirement  on  the  handcome  provision  wisely  made  for  a  ‘ 

septnagenarian  of  full-pay  pension.  But  here  extra 
inegular  amolumsntc  step  in  to  deprive  a  (uU  pay  ^ 

pension  of  mueh  of  its  snaisvn  force,  and  affect  the  coarse 
of  tha  public  service. '  Mr  Hammond’s  evidence  tells  ns  f  ^ 
that  thw  oustom  datea  from  1786,  and  that  Lord  Castle- 
reegh  framed  iu  regnlations.  Lord  CasUereagh’s  name  k  ^ 


was  the  answer.  The  prescriptions  aad  fishing-rods  msy, 
we  think  with  Mr  Lindsay,  bo  left  to  take  care  of  them¬ 
selves. 

j  Such  evidence  speaks  for  Itself.  ^  The  Foreign  Offioe 
most  be  worked  on  a  wrong  principle  if  onr  foreign  servanto 
cannot  write  firom  time  to  time  on  matters  of  pnblk  bnsi- 
ness,  withoat  formalities  of  red  tape  sod  eirenmloontioD  to 
olerk  of  department.  And  what  more  proper  bnsioess 
j  ean  there  be  for  the  Foreign  Office  than  to  eee  that  its 
I  olerks  and  porters  take  oare  ^  letters  reaching  the  Offioe 
Ibr  those  who  work  for  the  pnblio  abroad,  and  often  on 
I  misenbk  pay  and  in  bad  climates  I  One  of  the  objects  of 

servants  in  their  dntiee.  As  Mr  Wise,  one  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  another  exocHext  reformer  now  lost  to  the  Honse 
of  Commons,  pat  it  to  Hammond :  "  Do  not  you  think 
"  that  a  Consul  ought  to  be  secured  bis  salary  r  Do  not 
"yon  think  that  servioC  in  foreign  parts  k  different  fh>m 
**  thst  at  home,  and  that  x  eervant  abroxd  should  be  more 
"eared  for  ?" 

We  are  not  at  all  surprised  thst  there  was  no  advene 
evidenee  given  before  the  Gommittecs.  Who  could  expect 
a  Consol  to  go  before  a  Committee  end  ssy  that  hk  i^nt 
was  over-paid,  or  put  himaalf  in  opposition  to  the  feeling 
and  interests  of  bis  office  ?  Some  itstements  demanding 
attention  as  to  the  Cbniidar  Mrvioe  have  lately  appeared 


himself.  The  paved  portions  are  certainly  the  least  rough 
and  least  unsafe ;  bat  here,  again,  is  disclosed  a  mode  of 
management  which,  for  folly,  obstinacy,  and  extravagance, 
oan  surely  not  be  matofaed  in  Enrope.  Many  streets,  it 
seems,  ore  in  different  parishes ;  the  line  of  division  rnn- 
ning  not  aeroes  bnt  down  the  middle.  The  parish  authori¬ 
ties,  as  a  matter  of  oonrse,  ore  of  different  opinions  as  to 
how  the  street  should  be  maintained,  one  being  for  maca¬ 
damizing,  the  other  for  paring,  or  both  for  paving,  but 
with  stones  of  different  sizes  and  shapes ;  a  neoeesary  oon- 
sequoDoe  being  that  one  side  of  a  street  may  be  suffering 
repair,  while  the  other  is  only  as  yet  getting  more  out  of 
repair.  Pieesdflly  and  St  James’s  street  ar^  on  this 
preeent  22nd  of  December,  doing  penance  for  one  of  these 
nrads  of  the  Testry ;  the  street  l^ing  all  but  impassable. 
We  shottld  zarily  lie  glad  to  hear  what  adequate  reason 
ean  be  assigned  for  not  adopting  the  Paris  system,  expen¬ 
sive  though  it  may  be.  Indeed  the  bare  idea  that  cost 
should  be  allowed  to  interposean  obstacle  to  improvement, — 
cost,  too,  which  Would  be  amply  repaid  bf  the  eomparetive 
fireedom  from  danger  to  person  and  property,' — is  an  insult 
to  the  onderstanding,  no  less  than  to  tto  KberaKty,  of  the 
proudest  snd  richest  eosamnnity  in  the  world. 

Let  us  now  eompsre  the  mode  in  which  the  traffic  k 
Isolated,  or  not  regulated,  in  the  two  cities  respecttvely. 
It  is  scarcely  neceneary  to  obeerve  that  the  enormously 
increased  and  increasing  traffic  in  both  of  them,  especially 


increasing  traffic  in  both  of  them,  especially 
by  rile  mnltiplicatioa  of  omnibuses,  imperatively  (femands 
some  control  as  to  rate  of  ^leed,  unobstmeted  circnlation, 
and  other  regulations,  fer  the  prevention  of  danger,  delay, 
or  oonfesion.  In  Fa^  that  power  of  control  exftts,  and 
k  exereked ;  in  London  the  power  does  also,  we  believe, 
exist,  and  is  not  exercised,  or  to  very  little  purpose.  Who 
has  ever  seen  two  omnibuses  racing  with  each  other  in 
Paris?  Who  ever  passes  through  any  of  the  great 
thoroughferes  of  London  loithnct  seeing  it,  or  something 
very  like  it  ?  And  here  we  may  remark  incidentally  on 
the  frightfully  reckless  speed  with  which  tradesmen’s 
carts,  espeeially  the  covered  ones,  from  which  the  driver 
can  see  nothing  beside  or  behind  him,  railway  waggons, 
in  short,  vehicles  of  all  descriptions,  are  allowed  to  tear 
through  riie  London  streets  with  impunity.  After  an 
accident  has  happened,  indeed,  and  when  it  is  too  late  to 
prevent  the  loss  of  life,  perhaps  a  policeman,  if  any  should 
happen  to  be  at  hand,  may  interfere.  But  why  k  his 
interposition  delayed  till  the  mischief  is  doue  ?  Why  does 
not  every  constable,  whenever  he  sees  a  oarriage,  of  what¬ 
ever  description,  driven  at  a  furious  pace,  make  it  bis  busi¬ 
ness,  as  it  IS  his  duty,  to  disoover  the  offender,  easily  dooe 
in  the  ease  of  carts  or  nnmbered  carriages,  and  prosecute 
him  to  oonvlction  ?  If  this  were  the  rule,  instead  of  the 
exception,  we  should  see  for  a  week  or  two  dozens  of  these 
informations,  and  the  practice  would  cease.  We  defy  a 
policeman  to  walk  bis  rounds  any  morning  without  wit¬ 
nessing  more  or  less  of  furious  driring.  A  more  constant 
nuisance,  though  not  ao  dangeroim,  is  that  of  the  cabs  crawl¬ 
ing  about  the  streets  in  search  of  fares.  There  is,  we  all 
know,  a  positive  regulatioa  prohibiting  thk  offence,  and 
prescribing  a  punishment  for  the  commission  of  it.  Go 
through  Cbeapside,  or  any  of  the  crowded  streets,  daring  the 
business  hours  of  the  day,  and  you  may  count  dozens,  scores 
of  empty  cabs,  following  each  other  at  a  foot’s  pace,  on  each 
I  side  of  the  way,  as  if  attending  the  funeral  of  one  of  the 
I  fraternity.  But  why,  a  foreigner  would  ask,  why  not  put 
I  the  kw  m  force  against  them  ?  Because  we  can’t,  answer 
I  both  magistrates  aud  policemen.  In  other  words,  they 
I  confess  their  helpless,  hopeless  imbecility ;  and  the  drivers, 
triumphant,  lough  in  the  face  of  any  one  who  is  rash 
enough  to  remoostrate  against  the  practice.  In  Paris  an 
omnibus- driver  who  exee^  the  regulated  paoe,-*quite  as 
faat,  by  (he  way,  now,  with  (heir  improfed  bree4  bf 


there  k  a  hroom  ^termined  to  sweep  clean.  In  thk  or 
any  ether  matter  we  are  for  Reform  above  party ;  whoever 
doet  good  adminutr^ve  work  shall  have  onr  praise,  even 
though  he  shames  friends  who  have  gone  before  and  missed 
,  their  oppmtonity. 

Mr  Alston,  a  Foreign-office  elerk  and  ona  of  these 
•gents,  was  very  hsrd  put  to  it  to  show  tha  advantages  ef 
the  system  when  cross-examined  by  Mr  lindaay,  whoae 
loss  W  the  House  of  Commons  k  so  much  to  be  deplored  :

Oh  I  hnt 
thio  it  ii  ooitnlry,  and  Bogltthmen  eonM  not  onbiirft 
to  he  to  tied  down.  Bnt  the  hw  exists,  and  tiobodj 
ditimlet  its  neoeasity ;  and  It  is  a  tnere  absnrditr  to  tty 
that  tUrty  or  forty  cabs  in  a  line  are  all  on  their  way  to 
a  stand  or  their  stahlaa.  Why^  than,  is  the  law  not 
enibrcody  and  why  are  not  policemen  and  magittrates  oom* 
M^ed  la  onforae  it  at  tb^  da  tba  law  agaiaat  thiennf  ? 
The  only  aatwer  which  ooonrs  ta  na  it,  that  thiari^ 
affiMta  ^perty,  reokleaa  driring  and  wilfhl  ahstmetkm 
of  the  highw^  only  endanger  life  and  limb. 

‘  But  naw,  “toleaTe  this  keen  encounter**  of  eid>s  and 
carts,  **and  fall  somewhat  into  a  tlower  method,**  we 
eome  to  a  nuisance  not  aillBoting  our  limbs,  but  only 
poisoning  the  air  we  inhale.  We  allude  to  the  nests  of 
feter  and  pestilence  wHh  whith  erery  London  dwelling  is 
famished,  for  the  reception  of  decayed  vegetables  and  other 
similar  dainties,  whini  the  cook  treasures  up  till  her  own 
nose,  or  the  hieapaeity  of  the  hole  to  eontain  more,  induces 
hat  to  hiv^e  the  aaaistanoe  of  the  dustman.  The  precious 
eerapovnd,  of  whieh  dust  forms  the  smallest  and  most 
innoxioua  part,  is  then  disiuferred  and  exported  in  an 
advanced  state  of  putrescence,  and  with  a  high  bouquet, 
which  is  diffused  impartially  to  all  who  may  meet  the 
reeking  load  on  the  way  to  its  tuburhan  reoeptacle.  And 
that  the  public  may  have  the  longer  enjoyment  of  the 
ddioacy,  there  are  certain  houses  of  call  at  whieh  the  duat' 
man  (whs,  by  tha  way,  sema  to  have  diaearded  the  rad 
nether  indumenta  which  uaed  to  distinguish  them) 
enjoy  themselves  on  the  bribes  whieh  they  have  ex> 
tortod  at  the  several  houses,  for  simply  doii^  what 
they  are  paid  for  doing  by  the  oontractora.  Kow 
what  ia  the  French  custom,— confirmed,  we  believe,  by 
kw,  but  neceesitated  by  the  foot  of  their  houses  not  b^ng 
eur^  with  the  abominatioa  of  dust>bins  ?  Early  every 
moraing  the  porter  er  aervanta  of  eeoh  houae  deposit  in  the 
street  what  with  us  is  bottled  up  perhaps  for  we^;  earta 
never  feil  to  eome  round  for  its  removal,  whieh  ought  to 
be  completed,  we  believe,  by  eleven ;  bnt  certain  it  is 
before  noon  all  is  carried  off.  Whieh  is  the  eleaner  and 
Saner  plan  ?  However,  there  is  no  English  law,  that  we 
bow  of,  regulating  dost4>ms  and  carts,  and  sUves  at  we 
are  to  custoin,  and  free  to  maintain  it,  even  when  opposed 
to  heahh  and  oMnfort,  we  see  little  proepeetof  amendment 
in  this  nertienlar. 

Anomr  aaelogons  nnisaBee,  and  one  in  which  we  bdieve 
some  attempt  «t  improvement  has  been  made,  at  least  in 
tin  (Sty,  ia  the  delivery  of  heavy  goods,  especially  of  coals, 
at  unreasonable  hours  of  the  evening.  Cellar-holes  may  con¬ 
stantly  be  Seen,  long  after  dark,  through  which  the  coals 
have  already  shot,  bnt  still  left  open,  and  ready  for 
the  leg  of  any  nnwiffy' passenger,  who  may  not  have 
observed  the  waggon  or  the  UMkenad  pavement.  In 
Paris,  no  eoal  or  wood  is  allowed  to  be  delivered  after  a 
fixed  bodr  in  the  day,  we  believe  Bo<m.  Another  infringe- 
nent  of  Uie  liberty  of  the  anhieot,  it  may  be  seid.  Se 
ouw  n  parapet  on  a  bridge,  or  taa  xaiUng  like  a  rat-trap 
at  the  top  of  the  Duke  of  York’s  oolnmn,  be  seid  to  he,  with 
efnai  feeson,  a  emrtaikaemt  ef  libeaty.  It  is  one  ^  the 
daxiaaof  a  Hovarmeant  to  ftroleot  peraoaa  agaiaat  tiietr 
earn  nagHgenaa  or  that  ef  cabMe. 

'  Among  the  varions  canaba  of  obatraotion  ih  onr  streets 
‘  there  it  oi;m^  perhaps,  the  moat  soandalonsof  all,  which  baa 
bean  la  often  oondwned  by  owaelves  mod  our  oontompora- 
IM^  tiad  a  very  brief  notice  k  reeked  here :  that  of  cattle, 
v^kh  are  atill  attowed  to  be  driven  thrsngh  the  London 
thoroaghfoiea,  and  to  he  sknghtered  wkhia  the  waUa. 
Againal  thk  abominable  and  atroeoesaary  praetke  the 
Thtes,  in  particular,  has  repeate<^  and  energetioany  ^- 
tested  to  no  purpose.  We  only  wkn  that  thoM  who  object 
to  the  probiUtion,  could  witness  the  oonfineace  of  a  herd 
of  oaSUe  entering  the  city  from  Blaokfrkrt  bridge,  with 
the  already  unmanageable  streams  of  carriages  flowing  and 
ehhkg  east,  west,  north,  and  senth.  In  thk  respect,  egaiD, 
as  onr  raadets  are  aware,  Pam  has  the  advawtoge  ;  neither 
eattle  (exeept  our  fol  friend  cn  If  ardi  Orat)  nor  even  sheep 
being  admitted  wlfehin  the  peoinots. 

The  coming  season  reminds  ns,  espedaBy  considering 
the  mildness  of  last  winter,  that  Sre  miy  aoon  tixpect  sharp 
weather,  and  that  a  fall  of  snow  may  shortly  be  looked  for. 
The  Park  mode  of  dealing  with  that  visitation,  again, 
‘Uirn  to  ns,  and  te  aU  the  world  we  should  bop  except 
ear  pari^  antbrnkies,  to  be  the  beet;  though  u  be  the 
aoEect  appeaitc  of  onr  own.  Ahoset  wh^  the  snow  k  foU- 
ingv  al  all  events  aa  aeon  as  it  has  foHen  hi  quantities 
sufleient  for  removal,  the  earts  usually  employed  in  clean¬ 
ing  the  streets  are  engaged  m  carrying  the  snow  to  the 
Seine,  which  eonv^s  it  at  once  to  the  sea.  We  have  never 
known  the  streets  of  Paris,  at  least  of  late  years,  blocked 
Up,  or  the  traffic  impded,  by  snow.  How  is  it  with  ns  ? 
Aasoon  as  snow  falls  in  any  quantity,  the  scavrageris 
oconpatioQ  k  gone,  and  ho  is  condemned  to  inactivity, 
nntiu  Urn  earth  shall  be  again  uncovered.  The  contractor 
agaeaa  to  cany  off  the  mmd ;  but  snow  k  not  mud,  and 
totrefore  moat  rurnmn  on  the  gronnd  till  k  arrives  at  that 
hi^iiv  Btato  If  a  thnw  foUm  quickly,  the  convewion 
k  soon  aeoompikhed,  and  tho  streets  beoom#  khet  of 
sludge  ankle  deep,  till  the  half-choked  kennehr  aBow  it  to 
eaoape  to  itnprovt  the  sewers.  If  a  hard  frost  supervenes, 
the  snow  becomes  a  mass  of  black  which,  if  tolerably 
kvul,  provokes  a  tantalixing  comparison  with  the  rough* 
nasi  of  the  streets  in  their  ordinary  oooditiom  However, 
a  thaw  arrives  at  last,  the  pickaxe  k  aalkd  ia  md,.  aad  tba 
mfotobtopoty  khMt  paak  mm  irm  kutn 


prevented  altogether,  k  tedieualy,  laboriously,  and  expen- 
siveljr  got  lid  ^ 

U  k  UMNrtiffii^  aa  well  aa  dkorcditable,  to  find  onr- 
aalvua  smeaUed  by  other  Batkus  in  the  predoetku  and 
ap(dioalkn  sd  nsaawity  or  eouvenkuae,  the 

invention  of  which  k  due  to  the  soienee  or  ingenuity  of 
onr  own  oonntntnen ;  yet  such  is  certainly  the  cai«  as 
regards  gas.  w  huthef  it  be  owing  to  the  inferiority  of  the 
flmd,  as  now  manufaotarOd  in  this  conntry,  or  to  the  ill- 
Ijodgad  parsimony  which  has  redneed  the  namber  of  lamps, 
aa  wo  belkve,  to  both  these  causes  combined,  oertsin 
it  k  that  the  dingy  lighting  ef  Loodou  can  no  okore  vk 
with  the  eplendid  iUuminarinn  whkh  Park  dkpkya  nifkUy, 
than  can  thu  ■oarofril  Pond  whkh  veils  ws  by  day  be 
compared  wHh  the  eheetr,  hrinient  atraospheru  of  t 
Parisian  mOming.  And  tnk  compels  ns  to  animadvert 
upon  another  instance,  in  which  we  foar  that  both  those 
whose  duty  it  is  to  obey,  and  those  who  are  entmsted  with 
the  power  of  enforsiog  tho  Uw,  have  been  found  wanting. 
Lord  Palmerston  exerted  himself  to  procure  an  Act  of 
Parliament  by  whioh  thu  oooanmption  of  smoke  wae  made 
oompukory  in  the  great  manafactovies;  and  this  kw,  we 
believe,  was  euforoed  tor  a  time,  and  prodneed  a  very 
fovonreble  change  in  the  atmosphere,  as  well  es  economical 
results  to  those  who  tried  (he  remedy.  We  have  heard 
nothing  lately  oh  the  subject,  except  complaints  that  the 
Act  is  no  longer  put  ia  force.  But  before  leaving  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  gaa,  we  must  beg  to  suy  u  word  on  behalf  of  those 
whe  are  eUi^  to  traverse  Hyde  park  aftMr  dark.  Where 
gnmoda  am  kept  merely  for  the  exereiac  and  recreation  of 
the  putdk,  it  k  but  rsaaiuable  that  they  should  be  ckared 
Md  eloaed  at  dusk,  Bke  onr  own  Kensington  or  Kew  gcr- 
dUns,  or  the  gurdent  of  the  Tnileries.  Bnt  Hyde  park 
now  forms  the  ehief  obannel  of  communication  between 
the  two  great  towns  of  Tyburnia  and  Belgravia,  without 
which  many  persons  wonld  have  to  make  a  oirenit  of  a 
Qonpk  of  milM  or  aaore.  Up  to  teu  o’clock,  therefore, 
when  the  gatoa  are  eloaed,  it  k  aa  much  a  public  thorooi^- 
foie  as  auy  street  or  square  in  Loudon.  The  pubik  weae 
OButioned  the  IVmer,  as  the  days  were  fberteaing,  to  be 
earefol  how  ffiey  ventniwd  after  d^k,  unprepared,  into  the 
wilds  of  Hyde  park ;  and,  in  sober  earnest,  it  would  be  as 
great  a  feat  for  a  timid  man  or  modest  woman  to  do  so  late 
in  a  winters  night,  as  it  wonld  have  been  to  take  a  ride, 
unarmed,  on  Hounslow  or  Bagshot  heaths  sixty  or  seventy 
years  smee.  Tba  culy  objeotion  to  lighting  Hyde  park,  at 
least  as  wcU  at  8t  damas’a  or  the  Reg^’s  porks,  that  wu 
haveever  heard,  k  the  ocat.  Again  we  say,  a  moat  disgraeefsl 
euonae  for  the  Ckwernareat  of  this  oou*^  to  tnake,  more 
eepeeUdly  oontideriog  the  vast  sums  squandered  on  other 
objects  of  much  lees  necessity.  We  shonld  be  glad  to  hear 
what  proportion  the  cost  of  lighting,  both  in  the  first 
instance,  and  aa  a  permanent  expenditure,  wonld 
bear  to  the  sums  already  expended,  and  ananally  to  be 
paid,  in  rinking  weUa  aoid  Uying  down  pipes  for  the  foun- 
laiua  at  thu  north  auW  ouracr  of  Kcuaiagtoa  gardeau— 
where,  by-the-by,  poor  Dr  Jenner  sits,  seemiugly  not  tou 
wefr  pkamd,  pro^biy  ooraparing  the  spirts  and  *^rta  of 
water  under  Im  nose  to  the  real  (buntains  of  the  nuee  de 
k  Concorde.  Since  writing  the  above  we  kam,  and  gladly 
record  the  fhot,  that  the  anthoritks  have  at  length  made 
op  their  minds  to  lig^t  Hyde  park,  at  least  as  for  aa  the 
oarnaga  drives  are  aoneerwad.  But,  with  all  deforence,  wu 
fwauld  bug  to  uhamvu  that  k  k  aarosa  the  oentru  that  thu 
danger  fr^  riifflunaitn  (driufly  exkta,  aud  wherc^  conau- 
qnaotiy,  toe  grauter  uiisaasty  for  Ugbting,  at  kaat  one  cf 
thu  pitoeipal  padha^  exkla.  Oavriagu  pusseogetu,  with  their 
serranta  and  Inaps^  cun  protect  thetoaelves. 

Our  last  article  of  impeachment  wc  enter  upon  with 
hesitation  and  repugnance,  because  the  subject  is  odious  in 
its  nature,  and  thu  solution  of  it  k  said  to  be  difficult. 
But  while  critiouing  the  practical  ragolatioa  of  onr  atreeta, 
as  distingukhud  from  the  laws  whito  remain  uncxecut  d, 
how  oun  the  mgfatiy  condition  ef  the  most  poblk  and 
crowded  tboroa^fores  be  omitted  ?  Wo  knew  that  vkc 
itself  cannot  be  extirpated  by  law,  however  rigidly  enforced. 
Bnt  at  kast  it  may  ^  prevented  from  parading  itself  osten- 1 
tationsly  aa  the  sovereign  of  the  hoar,  making  London  the 
scorn  and  opprobriam  of  the  world.  Wc  bare  recorded 
prosecutions,  sneocssfnlly  instituted  by  respectable  inhabi- 
taats,  whoae  foaailiee  have  beeu  seandaliu^  and  insulted 
by  the  Ubjeeta  of  onr  remarka.  But  why  k  the  burden  of 
praseeutkn  left  to  privule  indiTidaek?  It  k  »  moct 
pointed  and  mortifying  aatire  on  onr  eumpurative  indiffer¬ 
ence  to  decency,  that  the  most  prominent  offenders  are 
immigrants  from  a  neighbouring  capital  whieh  they  have 
been  compelled  to  leave,  because  the  better  executed  roles 
of  that  city  for  the  xvpresaion  of  obscenity  forbid  their  ply¬ 
ing  their  wretched  trade  there  in  pnblio.  When  we  add 
that  the  niglttly  rebberiea  in  London,  accompanied  with 
viokuee^  arc  now  nuually  committed  by  gengt  oompoacd  of 
both  sexes,  aud  that  meal  of  thu  offradera  whan  bvMght  to 
justke  arufouud  to  be  weU  known  to  the  police,  it  does  seem 
a  raonsttons  absnrdity,  at  well  at  scandal,  that  they  shonld 
be  permitted  to  parade  the  streets  nnm(dested  and  ntochai- 
leoged.  If  here,  again,  we  are  to  be  met  by  the  much- 
abased  plea  of  the  'liberty  of  the  subject,'*  we  must 
answer  first,  that  freedom  docs  not  and  cannot  consist  in 
permkstan  to  boauk  the  laws;  and  secondly,  by  repeatisg, 
with  u  little  amplificatisn,  l^ame  Boland's  dying  apos¬ 
trophe,  «  Oh  Ltberly,  haw  many  erksee  [and  blvaders 
**  tad  abeurditits}  are  ounniHted  [and  permitted}  in  tby

On  ametol  vuxmU  ucoaaiauu  judges  haivu  suvurely  een^ 
mm  mpoim  rn  frnmg  quankfiP  to  prktoieto  toudhig 


to  sulf-orimination.  We  think  it  qnite  right  that  the 
practice  should  be  stopped,  aa  It  is  undesirable  that  con¬ 
stabulary  witnesses  sksnld  be  committed  to  a  foragonu 
coDolttsion  against  a  prkuner.  And  an  order  ageinst  inter- 
rog^rkc  of  the  character  in  ansation  would  stop  (hem 
much  more  effectually  than  toe  judicial  repruhensions 
which  are  always  mix^  np  with  some  quectionuhle  praise 
of  the  rule  absolnte  against  aetf-eriminatron.  80  Ifr  Jottiea 
Mellor  kbely  mkl,  “The  I«#a  ef  thk  comrtry  Jdalouely 
gnarded  accna<^  peraons  from  being  ioterrogatea  in  inch  a 
manner  as  might  possibly  have  the  effect  of  cruninatinx 
themselvM.” 

Bnt  why  ?  for,  as  Bentbum  aayu,  if  you  want  to  gat  al 
tku  truth,  what  better  witaees  can  you.hava  egaioel  tha 
acene^  than  tha  aeensed  hioMclf?  But  if  yon  want  a 
pursnit  like  a  fox-^ese,  in  whkh  the  capture  k  not  eo 
much  tba  oljeet  as  the  art  to  be  employed,  oertaioly  do  tot 
b^n  where  yon  propose  to  end  after  a  long  process.  Give 
the  accused,  as  yon  give  the  fox,  law,  Host  ef  the  fictions 
and  doubtful  maxims  of  onr  law  have  bad  their  origin  It 
some  useful  purpose,  and  the  fault  is  in  coatinuing  them 
when  the  oecasion  hm  long  paesod  away.  80  when  torture 
was  to  be  abolkbcd  t^  rale  against  aalf-oritiiiialion 
beeams  a  bar  to  the  question.  The  rale  was  of  exeel- 
laot  virtne  while  recourse  to  tha  thnmbscrew  or  the  boot 
might  be  apprehended,  bnt  the  same  respect  is  sttrely 
■ot  due  to  it  now.  The  rule  rests  now  not  on  its  own 
merits,  but  on  the  demerits  of  the  mode  of  interroga¬ 
tion  employed  against  prisoners  in  France.  Bnt  sorelv 
there  ^  k  a  medium  between  baiting  the  accused  with 
questions  aa  in  France  and  proteetkf  him  agaiast  tha 
■impk  intorvogation  which  may  discover  hk  guilt.  In 
Franee  the  aelf-kve  of  the  judge  btaomes  enlisted  againal 
the  prisoner  iu  the  conflict  be  has  with  him  to  extort  the 
truth,  bnt  it  is  far  flrem  nooessary  that  examination  should 
be  pushed  to  any  exciting  extremity. 

Few  maxims,^  boarever,  are  more  generally  accepted 
than  the  one  against  self-crimination,  for  there  U  a  notion 
of  fair  play  m  it,  and  the  question  k  not  asked  whether 
the  rads  of  jostioe  aro  aoi  thwarted  injuriously  to  sookty. 
Her  k  it  considered  whether  goiU  and  jastice  are  oa  eqnal 
terms  witii  foul  pky  on  the  one  side  and  foir  on  the 
other. 

To  see  what  good  common  sense  wonld  approve,  Ben- 
them  referred  most  qaestiona  to  what  he  oaliea  the  natural 
procedure.  Aud  how  does  a  father  set  about  the  discovery 
of  a  fault  committed  by  bk  children  ?  Is  not  bis  first  step 
the  stcaighU'orward  question.  Did  yondotiik?  and  out 
of  the  answer  docs  he  not  often  eli^  the  truth  ?  And 
does  U  oecar  to  him  that  there  k  anythin;  unfair  or  eruel 
and  mereUesa  in  getting  at  the  troth  from  the  offender’s 
lips?  On  the  contrary,  the  eonfession  obtained  canoela 
much  of  the  offence. 

Judges,  however,  take  a  different  view  of  the  question. 
They  have  a  cumbrous  apparatus  for  the  dkooverj  of  troth, 
which  they  pre&r  to  seiaing  it  by  a  short  cnL  The  bird 
in  the  hand  toej  disdain,  and  arc  all  for  the  two  in  the 
bush,  whkh.  wiil  yield  sport,  whaibec  ouught  or  uel.

The  magukode  of  thu  scandal  of  our  ehsetofcl  corruption 
has  hsen  ao  hroadlv  asserled  by  kadiug  stotoemeu  during  so 
long  c  psciod,— iudeed,  over  siocu  thu  paakg  ef  the  Seform 
4eb  that  k  may  weM  he  mattav  of  wsudswneuS  that  wu  aie 
whm  we ou  in  tiik matter  in  the  year  1800.  There  kekher 
apathy  or  want  of  sltiU  in  the  luguktnre ;  and  k  any  usae  a 
proof  ia  furnished  of  the  uawit^eeeM  a^  eatravagunce  of 
Mr  Lowe’s  kudatioM  of  last  sessko  ef  the  Honse  of  Commons 
as  it  is.  Hot  to  go  back  foriher  than  184S  for  autboritc^e 
dedarationa  of  wide-spread  and  grom  aketorti  oorraption, 
Mr  'Thomas  Danoombe,  early  in  that  year,  kqunred  of  Sir 
Bobert  Peal,  whom  tha  ganarai  alaatkn  cf  1841  had  brought 
back  to  power  at  tha  head  ef  toe  Conservative  party,  if  the 
Govaramant  ktaadad  to  introduee  any  measure  for  pntting 
an  and  to  **  that  wbokaale  system  ot  bribery  to  which  he 
beHevsd  a  vast  majority  of  tha  members  ef  that  House  were 
at  present  indebtra  for  their  seats.”*  Later  ia  the  session 
Mr  Roebuck’s  famous  oommittee  to  mvsstigale  a  number  of 
eases  of  oerrapt  eketions,  which  had  led  to  eompromkes 
betwMB  patitiooars  and  sitting  members,  prodneed  a  startlinx 
sensation ;  and,  in  the  disoasskaa  whieh  followed.  Lord 
Palmcrstosi  and  Lord  Derby  (then  Lord  Stanky,  and  in  the 
Huais  of  Commona)»  both  spoke  eat.  Lord  Palmertton 
ased  these  words : 

“  I  speak  it  with  shaoM  and  grief,  bat  I  verily  bdkre 
the  extent  to  which  bribsijr  waa  earned  at  the  laet  election 
has  exceeded  anything  that  baa  rot  beon  stated  within  these 
walk  These  eorrnpt  praetices  1  bold  to  be  one  of  tbe  moot 
dangerous  symptoms  ot  the  times,  tending  more  than  any¬ 
thing  else  to  sap  tba  foundations  of  aooial  order,  and  to 
undermine  toe  Coostitation,  and  I  hrid,  ako,  that  it  ia  tbe 
boundan  dufy  of  Parliament  to  provide  an  nuasdiaSe  remedy 
for  the  evil.” 

And  on  the  same  day  on  which  these  words  were  attared 
hy  Lord  Palnwrstan,  Lord  Derby  said  :  “  Ho  man  depkrvs 
Bsore  deeply,  or  is  prepared  to  oenaare  more  strongly,  than  I, 
tbe  bribery  and  oerruption  in  large  towns  and  in  small  towns. 
Thera  m  no  member  of  thk  House  who  will  be  prepei^  to 
go  further  iu  applying,  if  wo  can  apply,  an  ellectnal 
remedy.”t  But  after  the  lapse  of  four-and-twenty  years 
ParliaaaaDt  baa  noS  prondad  the  remedy  for  tha  evil  which 
Lord  PalaMratoD,  m  1848,  deckred  it  to  he  ita  bounden  duty 
to  provide  immediately  ;  and  Lord  Derby  has  now  the 
opportunity  of  makiag  an  eornasl  effort  in  toe  coestn^ 
aeaaiou,  aaio  Ihaa  gaining  an  advantage,  whidk  will  be  to  hk 
honour,  over  hia  predecessor,  who  omktad  the  suMeet  iw  kot 
year's  Reform  Btli  After  tha  ganeral  eketion  of  1047,  tiir 
John  Pakrogton  questioned  Lo^  John  Ruasett,  as  Mr  .^n-

**  in  oonaeonenoe  of  the  extent  to  which  bribery  and  corrup¬ 
tion  werTunputed  to  hare  prerailed  at  the  laat  genei^  elw- 
tion.”*  Lord  John  Bnaaelf  replied,  at  the  moment,  tlmt  the 
^remment  had  no  inch  intention.  But  the  uai^  diado- 
giuM  of  the  Committees  arising  out  of  a  general 


the  four  boroughs  which  Commissions  hare  sat  upon. 

It  is  to  be  obserred,  howerer,  that  no  good  at  ail  can  be 
effected  under  this  Act, — th^  there  cm  be  no  commission,— 
ntileaa  there  has  been  a  petition,  and  it  has  been  persere^ 
with,  and  an  Election  Committee  has  reported  reason  to 
beUere  that  thmre  had  been  extensire  corruption ;  many  diffi¬ 
culties,  therefore,  hare  to  be  got  orer,  moch  risk  run,  and 
much  money  spent,  before  a  commission  can  be  arrired  at ;  in 
only  a  few  eases  can  the  Act  take  effect,  and  its  operation  is, 
at  l^t,  that  of  a  lottery.  Its  terrons  which  are,  at  most, 
exposure,  litUe  oared  for  by  most  bribers  and  bribed,  and 
possible  disfranchisement,  are  greatly  diminished  by  the 
many  chances  of  escape  from  its  operation.  It  is  clear  from 
the  published  proceedmgs  of  the  late  Commissions  that  cer¬ 
tificates  of  indemnity  against  legal  prooeedings  hare  been

position  of  an  impartial  and  dignified  arbiter,  had  made  a 
mi^er  strong  appM  to  the  Gkiremment,  sarin^  **  I  retain 
the  opinion  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  noble  lord  (Lord  John 
Bussell)  to  make  some  proposition  to  the  House,  when  there  j 
was  such  a  multitude  of  instances  of  gross  corruption  brought 
under  our  notice,  with  a  riew  of  instituting  some  new 
inquiry.*^  This  was  on  the  occasion  of  a  mo^n  for  issuing 
a  new  writ  for  the  borough  of  Derby,  in  which  an  election 
committee  had  reported  extensire  corruption  ;  and  in  the 
same  debate  3ir  Cobden  bad  said,  **  from  an  inrestigatimi  I 
hare  made.  1  am  sure  that  the  majority  of  members  of 
boroughs  sent  from  England  to  this  House  are  returned 
either  by  bribery,  or  corruption,  or  patronage.  That  is  mr 
deliberate  opinion,  after  haring  taken  pains  to  lo<A  into  it.’’ 
Lord  BrongWn  said,  August  21, 1848,  that  **  it  was  abso¬ 
lutely  necessary,  for  the  honour  of  Parliament  as  well  as  for 
the  morality  of  the  country,  that  a  stop  should  be  put  to  the 
practices  which  commonly  prerailed  all  orer  it  at  elections, 
and  nerer  to  snch  an  extent  as  at  the  last”  But  bad  as  was, 
in  Lord  Brougham’s  estimation,  the  general  election  of  1847, 
he  afterwards  pronounced  the  next  of  1852  to  be  worse ; 
saying,  Februaiy  25, 1863,  that  ”  there  had  hardly  erer  been 
a  general  election  in  this  country  at  which  more  bribery  and 
corruption  bad  prerailed  than  at  the  last ;  be  feared  he  might 
go  further  and  say,  so  much  had  prerailed  on  no  former 
occasion.”  The  general  election  of  1862  was  under 
Lord  Derby’s  auspices,  and  that  of  1847  had  been  under 
Lord  John  BusseU’s.  On  the  ere  of  the  general  elec¬ 
tion  of  1862,  Lord  Derby  had  again  spoken  out  as  to 
the  eril, — ”  the  extended,  and  he  fearea  he  most  add, 
the  extending  system  of  bribery  at  elections.”^  And 
the  present  Chief  Justice  of  England,  then  a  member  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  had  predicted  what  the  general  election 
of  1862  would  be  :  “  They  were  now  on  the  ere  of  a  general 
election,”  said  Sir  A.  Cockbum,  April  6,  1862,  ”  and  each

presented  within  twenty-one  days  after  the  mthdrawal  of  an 
election  petition  which  had  charged  brilwry,  to  be  treated 
and  proceeded  with  as  an  ordinary  election  petition,  the  mats 
of  the  petitioners  to  be  borne  by  the  public  if  the  Committee 


twenty  years  which  hare  since  elapsed,  there  hare  been  only 
two  cases  of  further  inquiry  ronnded  on  special  reports 
of  Election  Committees  (the  cases  of  Plymouth  and 
Byde  in  1863),  neither  of  which  two  inquiries  had 
any  practical  consequence,  and  there  has  not  been  one  single 
case  of  a  petition  for  inquiry  into  bribery  in  the  absence  of 
election  petitions.  The  Act,  therefore,  has  been  quite  useless, 
and  it  is  not  difficult  to  say  why.  Committees  were 
empowered,  but  not  enjoined,  to  inrestigate  the  causes  of 
withdrawal  or  abandonment  of  bribery  charges,  ^e  Act 
may  hare  stood  in  the  way  of  compromises  to  withdraw 
petitions  after  the  nomination  of  an  Election  Commit¬ 
tee  ;  but  it  could  in  no  way  affect  compromises  to 
prerent  presentation  of  petitions,  or  to  effect  their 
withdrawal  before  nomination  of  a  Committee ;  and 
the  number  of  timely  withdrawals  of  petitions  in  pairs 
during  the  last  session  was  considerable.  Still  there 
hare  been  many  cases  where  an  Election  Committee  might 
hare  exercised  the  power  giren  by  the  Act ;  but  Committed 
hare  not  brought  themselrea  to  consider  it  a  part  of  their 
duty  to  go  beyond  what  the  lawyers  of  the  two  sides  put 
before  them,  and  what  affects  the  seat ;  they  are  none  of  them 
anxious  to  prolong  their  labours  by  an  inquiry  which  the  Act 
leares  at  their  option  ;  the  office  thus  left  to  their  option  is 
an  inridious  one,  of  thankless  labour ;  and  the  House  has 
nerer  shown  any  dispMition  to  press  Committees  to  exercise 
the  further  powers  giren  to  them.  As  to  the  petitions  for 
inrestigation  of  bribery,  empowered  by  the  Act  of  1842, 
inasmuch  as  they  were  not  to  affect  the  seat  who  could  be 
expected  to  incur  the  risk  of  heary  costs,  ana  all  the  labour 
and  odium  of  such  an  enterprise,  with  nothing  to  gain,  and 
only  to  expose  the  deprarity  of  a  constituency  for  the  public 
good  P  Who  can  wonder  that  not  one  such  petition  has  erer 
been  presented  P 

The  second  measure  was  that  of  1862,  for  Mpointment  of 
Commissions  on  a  joint  address  from  both  Houses  stating 
tbat  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  (kimmons  had  reported 
that  corrupt  practices  had  extensirely  prevailed,  or  that 
there  was  reason  to  believe  that  they  had  extensirely  pro* 
railed,  in  a  constituency.  Cl^e  Act  gare  very  fall  and  strin¬ 
gent  powers  to  the  Commissions  that  should  be  so  appointed, 
and  authority  to  gire  certificates  of  indemnity  to  truthful 
witnesses  ;  and  on  the  other  lund,  witnesses  were  not  to  be 
excused  from  answering  questions  on  account  of  pririlege  or 
self-crimination.  In  pursuance  of  this  Act,  Commissions 
were  issued  in  1853  for  the  boroughs  of  Ba^taple,  Cam¬ 
bridge,  Canterbury,  Hull,  Maldon,  and  Tynemouth  ,  A 
great  sensation  was  oreat^  by  the  evidence  wldch  these 
Commissions  extracted,  as  a  great  sensation  has  been  lately 
created  by  the  evidence  as  to  Great  Yarmouth,  Beigato, 
Totnes,  and  Lancaster ;  but  no  good  has  erer  foUowed 
beyond  the  temporary  Mnsation.  Bills  introduced  into 


of  sham  known  as  Oinrooation  has  any  pririlege  or  prerogative 
annexed  to  it  which  enables  its  members  to  utter  libels  with 
impunity,  for  it  is  quite  clear  that  the  Bishop  of -Oxford 
claims  as  much  for  himself.  But  he  is  not  even  consistent

They  are  very 
bright  and  good.  We  particularly  admire  oue  of  the  four 
Scripture  books  here  bound  together,  entitled  ’  the  Wonders 
of  Providence,’  which  simply  gives  the  text  of  the  Psalm 

*  Bless  tbe  Lord,  0  my  Soul,’  and  illustrates  with  pictures 
of  various  aspects  of  life  and  nature  some  of  its  most 
suggestive  verses. 

Particular'  commendation  is  due  also  to  the  series  of 
children’s  coloured  and  toy  books,  called  ’  Aunt  Friendly’s 
Ooloured  Picture  Books.’  They  give  for  tbreepenoe  ^iece 
(or  aixpeuoe  on  linen)  A,  Apple  Pie,  Red  Riding  Hood, 
Nursmy  Rhymes,  Cinderella,  fto.  &c.,  each  with  half-a- 
dozen  coloured  pictures,  and  the  pictures  are  unusually 
clover.  The  sketch  of  Cinderella  by  the  cold  hearth, 

*  left  without  a  mother,’  ie  very  graceful ;  and  excel¬ 
lent,  in  its  different  way,  in  another  of  these  hooki^ 
is  Little  Jack  Horner  who  sits  in  a  corner  eating 
a  Christmas  pie ;  the  Cock  Robin  pictures  too  are 
good,  large  bright  realizations  well  calculated  to  please 
very  young  eyes,  without  damaging  what  germs  of  an 
artistio  taste  may  wait  development  in  the  young  brain. 
In  much  larger,  sixpenny  books  another  publisher  provides 
a  series  of  Juvenile  Tales,  such  as  the  White  Gat,  Jaok 
the  Giant  Killer,  Uttls  Biding  Hood,  Jack  end  the 
Beanstalk,  the  Children  in  the  Wo^,  Cinderella,  and,  of 
course,  John  Gilpin  (18).  Each  has  a  ooloured  piotum  oa 
the  cover,  and  eight  coloured  pictures  inside,  large  and 
bright.  The  Jack  the  Giant  KiUar  in  this  series  is  oapUsl, 
but  all  are  likely  to  promote  the  Christmas  pleasure  of  the 
young.

doe  hy  toe  Mexican  Qovemmant  haa  not  been  paid. 

M.  Fould  ekes  soma  other  instanoee  in  which  receipts  have  fkllea 
short  of  toe  amoant  at  wbiob  they  were  eetimated,  but  eeye  that  toe 
revenue  from  indirect  taxation  for  too  first  eleven  months  (k  1866  has 
yidded  an  increase  of  80  millions  and  of  45  millions  when  oompared 
with  the  eorreeponding  period  of  1866.  He  has  every  reason  to  nope, 
therefore,  that  toe  bo^et  of  1866  wiU  be  bahueed  without  any  deficit. 
This  reenlt,  the  Minister  says,  will  have  been  obtained  withont  cheok- 
ing  the  progress  of  pnblio  works,  upon  which  an  increased  sum  of  18 
millions  has  been  q>ent.  M.  Fonld  points  oat  as  worthy  of  remark 
that,  whila  other  oonntriee  have  been  afflicted  by  finenoial  disasters, 
Franoe  has  bad  no  oommeroial  crisis  to  deplore,  money  having  been 
cheap  and  ciraital  abundant.  With  regard  to  the  rectified  budget  of 
.1867,  the  Minister  thinks  it  ie  reasonable  to  expeot  an  exoeee  of 
receipts  to  the  amoant  of  90  millionx  This  be  is  of  opinion  will  be 
enffioient  to  meet  all  extra  axpensee.  Among  tbeee  expenses  that  of 
the  War  Department  is  estimated  at  47  millions,  and  the  navy  at  30 
millions,  owing  to  the  deameas  of  prorisioax  the  neoeasity  of  eappljing 
the  army  with  new  mnskets  and  she  navy  with  new  gunx  the  trans¬ 
port  of  the  army  from  Mexico,  and  the  maintenance  of  eetablisbmenta 
in  the  extreme  east.  M.  Fonld  thinks  that  these  and  other  extra 
expenses  which  oonld  not  be  foreseen  will  be  fnlly  met  by  the  reoeiptx 
and  says  it  is  a  subject  of  congratulation  that  thia  increased  expendi¬ 
ture  can  bo  provided  for  without  having  recourse  to  new  taxes  or  a 
loan.  In  the  ordinary  budget  of  1868  M.  ^ould  estimates  an  excess 
of  receipts  over  expenditure  of  121  millions.  The  extraordinary 
expenses  will  amount  to  about  the  same  sum.  Among  these  the 
Ministry  of  War*  figures  for  15  millions  for  new  armaments  and 
artillery  workx  being  an  increase  of  10, 500, OOOf.  upon  the  sum  allotted 
in  1867,  and  the  Ministry  of  Marine  for  15, 500, OOOf.,  for  the  trans¬ 
formation  of  the  naval  artillery,  being  5  millions  more  than  in  1867. 
The  report  concludes  as  follows : 

It  will  be  remarked  that  no  provision  is  made  in  the  budgets  of  1868 
for  the  new  organization  of  the  army,  although  the  high  oommission, 
of  which  your  Majesty  ie  ekairmaii,  has  prepared  a  bill  which  has 
just  been  submitted  to  the  examination  of  the  Councilor  State.  It  was 
very  difflonlt  to  estimate  the  charges  upon  onr  finances  which  will  be 
occasioned,  and  your  Majesty  bu  decided  that  they  sliall  be  the  subject 
of  special  proposicioas  when  the  rectified  budget  of  1868  is  preaeuted. 
There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  we  shall  tosn  dispose  of  resonreea 
I  more  than  sufficient.  I  have  indeed  stated  that  the  estimated  increase 
of  the  receipts  of  1867  ever  those  of  1865  will  exceed  90  millionx  Are 
we  not,  therefore,  jnetified  in  reckoning  upon  at  least  a  similar  increase 
in  1868,  and  even  in  hoping  that  our  csdcnlations  will  be  exceeded  as 
they  have  been  in  1866?  To  this  valuation  about  six  millions  of  other 
resources  will  have  to  be  added.  Again,  we  shall  no  longer  have  to 
provide  for  the  expenses  of  toe  ocenpation  of  Rome  and  the  Mexican 
expedition,  and  the  credits  open  will  diminish  in  the  budget  settlement 
by  the  ordinary  annulments.  Finally,  the  local  resoorces  of  onr  estab¬ 
lishments  in  Cochin  China  are  improving  every  year,  and  will  allow 
us  to  reduce  the  subventions  furnished  to  our  colony.  Due  allowance 
made  for  this  expeose,  we  shall,  1  think,  enter  upon  the  rectified 
budget  of  1868  under  the  most  favourable  oonditionx  This  excellent 
position  will  be  the  legitimate  fruit  of  the  sacrifices  and  the  persevering 
efforts  that  your  Majesty  has  imposed  upon  yourself  in  order  to  main¬ 
tain  in  all  their  authority  the  salutary  rules  of  order  and  eoooomy  in 
the  management  of  the  State  finances.  Already  the  Emperor  has 
assured,  by  new  legislation,  the  regular  and  progreuive  coarse  of  the 
amortisaemeot  of  the  public  debt.  He  will  soon  be  able  to  undertake 
ameliorations  not  less  useful.  Indeed,  the  excess  of  receipts  over  ex¬ 
penses,  wiselv  prepared,  will  be,  I  hope,  sufficiently  oonsiderable  in 
1868  to  permit  your  Majesty  to  realize  the  programme  you  drew  up 
long  ago,  and  which  you  are  anxious  to  accomplish,  viz.  redootion  of 
toe  charges  which  weigh  upon  too  tax-payers ;  inorease  of  the  rs- 
sources  devoted  to  public  instruction ;  still  more  cnergeric  impulse  to 
be  given  to  ail  the  works  of  general  utility  to  be  executed  upon  the 
territory  of  the  empirx  Your  Majesty  will  also  find  in  these  surpluses 
the  means  of  providing  for  toe  expenses  of  the  reorganization  of  toe 
army.  Some  anxiety  has  been  caused  by  this  new  organization,  bat 
it  wUl  soon  be  dispelled  when  the  certainty  is  acquired  that  these 
changes  are  inspir^  simply  by  toe  necessity  of  pladog  tbs  forces  of 
France  on  a  footing  corresponding  with  the  position  she  occupies  in 
Europe,  and  the  (fovelopment  of  tho  military  institutions  of  other 
States.  So  far  from  regaling  it  os  a  subject  of  anxiety,  the  country 
will  see  in  toe  consolidation  of  its  military  power  a  fresh  guarantee  of 
future  peace  and  seoority.  Onr  agricaltnre,  our  commerce,  and  onr 
industry,  those  great  elements  of  the  pnblic  wealth,  will  receive  a  fresh 
impetus  in  1867  from  the  Universal  Efxhibitioo,  to  which  yonr  Miyesty 
has  invited  all  uarions.  Under  this  happv  infinenoe  onr  resonroex 
already  eo  fruhfal,  will  continoe  to  develope  themselvex  and,  hus¬ 
banded  with  prudence  and  firmnees,  they  will  maintain  onr  financial 
prosperity  upon  even  more  solid  fooudatioox  1  am,  with  respect.  Sire,

Jacxb  o’  thx  Clock.— "Tbs  clock  in  old  St  Paul’x”  writes 
Miss  Hackett  in  1834,  "  was  struck  by  figures  like  thoee 
lately  reraov^,  which  eo  much  attracted  the  notice  of  strangers 
at  St  Dunstan’s.  Thia  ancient  horologe  bad  given  name  to 
one  of  the  aislee  of  the  cathedral  before  the  year  1298 ;  and 
with  toe  exception,  perhapr,  of  one  at  Canterbury,  ii  the  first 
strictly  meehanical  timepiece  recorded  in  the  annala  of  clockwork.” 
Evidently  the  old  cathedral  bad  automaton  figorex  which  struck  the 
quarters  on  the  clock ;  and  Decker,  in  his  *  Gull’s  Hornbook,’  calls 
tbem  "Paul’s  Jacks.”  He,  writing  ia  1609,  says,  "The  Great  Did 
ia  your  last  monument ;  witere  bestow  some  half  of  the  three  score 
minutes  to  observe  toe  sauciueu  of  the  Jacks  that  are  above  the  Man 
in  tbe  Moon  there ;  the  etrsngenese  of  their  motion  will  quit  your 
labour.”  And,  again,  he  sayx  "  But  howsoever  if  Paul’s  Jacks  be 
once  up  with  Uieir  elbowx  and  qasrrelling  to  strike  eleven  ;  as  sooa 
ss  ever  tbs  clock  has  parted  tbem,  and  ended  the  fray  with  his 
hammer,  1st  not  tbe  Duke’s  gallery  oontain  you  any  longer.” 

It  eeeiBS  that  it  was  formerly  not  uncommon  for  churches  and 
market  housea  to  have  automata  to  strike  the  houiu,  tbe  usud  name 
for  which  was  "  Jacks  o*  th*  clock-house,”  Jack  being  a  contempuioua 
word  for  a  servile  menial.  Sbakspeare  in  his  *  Richard  II.”  makes 
the  king  say— 

"  While  I  stand  fooling  here,  his  Jack  0*  the  clock.” 

And  in  the  same  author’a  '  Richard  HI.*  is  the  following  passage : 

**  Buckmglum,  Why  let  it  (a  clock)  strike  ? 

King  Jtichard.  Because  that,  like  a  Jack,  thou  kaep’st  tha  atroke
